Ch icago, Dec. 24 .— T h e most gigan ­ 
tic strike In th e railroad h istory of 
th e coun try is n ow im m in en t, th ough 
h ope of peace in th e w estern railroad 
situation h as n ot y et been aban d on ed . 
W ith in forty -eight h ours an ord er may 
be issued wh ich will tie up more th an 
h alf th e railroad mileage an d isolate 
m ore th an two-th ird s of th e territory 
of th e Un ited States. 
T h e en gin eers are so ex asperated at 
th e attitud e of th e gen eral m a n a ge r s ’ 
com m ittee, which h ad refused to take 
th e strik e th reat seriously , th at th ey 
a re read y to go out on a m om en t's n o­ 
tice. 
If th e ord er is issued it will 
strik e ev ery railroad west of Ch icago 
a t th e sam e h our.

Sin ce Dec. 17 Com m ission er of Labor 
Neill h as worked d ay an d n igh t to 
av ert th e strike, an d n e ith e r sid e h as 
y ield ed an in ch.

d iator d eclares th at h e fears th ere will 
be a strike. 
He called Gran d Ch ief

tiv e E n gin eers an d his a ssista n ts in to 
a fin al con feren ce, a fte r wh ich Mr. 
Ston e d eclared th at h e saw n o ch an ce 
of a settlem en t an d th at a fight migh t 
be ex pected with in a v ery sh ort time.

brou ght sorrow and even tears, y et 
it was with joy that su ch families 
were to be assisted. Several persons, 
it is said, were of the opinion that 
there were no families in Sey mou r 
who were really in need of provisions 
and clothing, bu t the resu lt of the 
canvass showed that there was a 
great opportu nity for m issionary work 
in this commu nity . 
At one home a small boy was fou nd 
hu ddled behind a little stove. 
He was 
withou t shoes or stockings, and if 
he went ou tside the hou se he pu t on 
a pair of old boots. 
It is needles.-, to 
say that in a home where su ch condi­ 
tions ex ist the cu pboard was withou t 
provisions, and the elegant basket 
which was presented was appreciated. 
At another home seven small children 
were fou nd living the best they cou ld, 
withou t a mother, who had deserted 
them several weeks ago. 
Santa (’lau s 
cou ld never have fou nd his way to 
that desolate home had it not been 
for the Christmas fu nd. 
At still a n­ 
other home the committee fou nd a 
family of small children who were 
being cared for by a heart-broken 
mother, who had been deserted by her 
hu sband and left withou t money or 
provisions. 
Her 
heart 
was 
made 
happy by the basket of food and toy s 
which meant a good Christm as for 
her children. 
These are only a few 
of the instances which were reported, 
bu t there were any nu mber of fam ­ 
ilies who were in need. 
One member of the committee who 
has become very enthu siastic in the 
work, eaid that she did not believe 
she wou ld ever allow another C hrist­ 
mas to pass u ntil she did her part in 
endeavoring to make it a happy day 
for others who were less fortu nate. 
The committee is gratefu l to the 
pu blic for the manner in which the 
appeal for assistance was answered, 
and desire to ex press their apprecia­ 
tion for the many contribu tions. Mu ch 
credit for the su ccess of tin* fu nd is 
du e to NY. J. Du rham, who assisted in 
colelcting the money and who gave 
part of his time in calling u pon var­ 
iou s persons who were interested. 
Since the committee has fou nd that 
there are several families who are de­ 
serving and in need, the work of the 
Christm as Fu nd may resu lt in the re­ 
organization of the city charity board. 
Plans have already been discu ssed for 
the perm anent organization of the 
board, and these may be perfected a f ­ 
ter the first of the y ear.
